SIGNALING AT 
SEA. 


Dlvonlty of Opinion Ahont rho Relatln 


Itfcrlti of Llu-lit».

As they point out, a sig- 
nal on thin Kystcm can, be/ kept showing 
as long-as required, w Irile any amount oi 
repetition of ilntli-Higualinf,r may not, 
under some conditions, render it intel- 
ligible with any degree of certainty. 


The llritish naval authorities who have 


been indefatigable in tchtinff new ttyt,- 
tems of signaling, both for day and 
nipht purposes, have recently uuide a 
trial at Portsmouth of the SoHnersys- 
tem, Invented by nn officer in the Aus- 
trian navy This tiyfitx-in consists of twn 
lanterns, each capable of producingilva 
classes of litfht, namely, white and red, 
whiteocculutinfi', redoecnlating. Thirty 
different combinations are on the code, 
Klectrio lights are used for the lanterns, 
ond though, for the present, separate 
batteries sire used for the lighta nncl for 
the signaling apparatus by which the 
lights are changed and obscured at will, 
it Is intended eventually one dynamn 
shall supply all of the current required, 
A record of signals sent by the appa- 
ratus is obtained by an attachment 
which prints the message sent auto- 
matically. No difficulty was experienced 
In reading the signals at a distance of 
six miles or more. The objection raised 
(o the system is that the mechanism is 
fur too delicate and complicated, though 
the results obtained Tilth it far exceed 
thoae possible with the present Morso 
flash sigrmling.—Philadelphia Press.

WHY ELECTRIC LIGHTS HISS. 
Da« to the'Reated Carbon Point! Evap- 


orating. 


Prof. Sylvanus Thompson has been 


answering- a question which has often 
puzzled tho public. The urc light pro- 
ceeds from the points of two little car- 
bon rods as large OB one's little finger. 
Prof. Thompson explains what Is the 
Btnte of, the carbon when the lamp is 
throwing out its light. Ilesnys, reports 
the Pittsburgh Dispatch, that the car- 
bon ia sometimes actually melting1, 
thing that was until recently thought 
impossible. 


Moreover, he says Uiat when a light 


Is hissing tlie liquid carbon is really 
boiling. 
In ordinary combustion the 


state of the arc crater is such that tho 
solid carbon below is covered with o 
layer or film of liquid carbon just boil-. 
Ing or evaporating oft. When hissing 
takes place the new state of things la 
set up. 


He says: "If you watch a short, hiss- 


»ig OTO you will see a column of light 
concentrating Itself on a narrow »pot 
and the spot, keeps moving about and la 
very unbfftble in position, aa well as In 
the amount of light it gives out. Tho 
crater surface after the arc has been 
hissing is found to be literally honey- 
combed. 


"When the arc is hissing you run see 


little bits erupted out, and the hissing 
seems to be, compared to the hissing 
which takes place in boiling water. 
There is, in fuct, exactly the name, kind 
of difference between the silent arc and 
tlie hissing urc as between quiet evap- 
oration and u noisy boiling." 


AFRICAN CLIMATE. 


On the Central Tlateau It If Cool and Not 


Unhealthy. 


AH for the climate, it is no worse than 


that found elsewhere in tropic lands. 
The heat in mot so great as in India 
or as it i'j sometimes in New York in 
summer. 
Fortunately, writes Henry 


M. Stanley in Century, the coast belt 
on both sides of Africa, where the heat 
IH greatest,, and where the climate in 
most unhealthy, is narrow. In four 
hours a railway train at ordinary speed 
would enable us to cross it, and t-o avoid 
the debiliUvting temperature. Ascend- 
ing the sides of the coast range by the 
same menus of conveyance, we should 
in two hours reach a rolling plain 
which gradually rli«s in height from 
2,500 to 3,500 feet, above, the sea. Here 
the climate is sensibly cooler, and the 
mhito man can hafely work Fix hours 
of the day in the open without, fear 
of. sunstroke, though he must riot count 
on immunity from fever. In from ten 
to twelve hours the traveler by train 
would meet, another steep rise, and 
would find himself from 5,000 to 8,000 
feet above tin1 spa, on the broad cen- 
tral plateau of the continent, which 
Miries from GOO to 1,000 miles across. 
It is in this section that tlie great I«J\CB, 
snowy mpuiiiiuiis and tallcfl, hillii are 
found. Hero we have cold nights and 
n hot sun when the skies are not cloud 
cJ, though the, air in the shade is fre- 
quently cool enough for on overcoat; 
and it. is 071 this immense upland that 
the \\hite man, when compelled by cir- 
cumstances, may find a home.
